Learned Men of British Asso- 
ciation Deal With Various 
Problems 



WESTERN CATTLE 

AND B. C. FRUIT 



Gold Coinage in This Province 
Is Subject "of Another 
Paper

Winnipeg, Aug. 27.— All the sections 
of the British Association l'or the ad- 
vancement or science wore in session 
this morning, and papers were read 
on a great variety of subjects. In 
the agricultural section the papers 
had special reference to the practical 
problems of the Canadian West. Dr. 
J. C. Rutherford presented a very 
valuable one on some economic as- 
pects of the western cattle trade, and 
another paper of the greatest value 
to agriculturists was that of S. C. 
Morkeberg, an eminent Danish auth- 
ority, on "Some special features of the 
Danish system of cattle breeding." 

There was also a very interesting 
session in tho section devoted to an- 
thropology, a report being received 
from tho committee appointed to con- 
duct archaeological and ethnological 
researches in Crete, and papers being 
also read on recent researches In the 
Maltese Islands and other places. 

President A. K. Shipley (Zoology) 
and President E. H'. Starling (Physio- 
logy) delivered the inaugural addres- 
ses to their respective sections, this 
completing the presidential addresses. 
President Starling's address was a 
brilliant effort. 

In the economic section there were 
several excellent contributions, one 
dealing with the gold coinage in Brit- 
ish Columbia arousing much Interest. 

Another feature of tho morning's 
sessions was a very fine address be- 
fore the educational section by Sir 
James Grant, of the Medical Associa- 
tion, on the necessity for the medical 
Inspection Of children in the public 
schools. This was not on the pro- 
gramme, but it was followed closely 
by tho members, and made a deep 
impression upon them. 

In the engineering section, trans- 
portation by Canadian waterways at- 
tracted a considerable attendance. A 
paper by Lieutenant-Colonel Ander- 
son on the improvements of naviga- 
tion in the St. Lawrence was followed 
by Col. Stephens, a Montreal harbor 
commissioner, with a paper on the 
harbor work of the St. Lawrence. 
The series was completed by a sum- 
mary of the Government report on tho 
Georgian Pay Canal, with a discussion 
along the line of its necessity for the 
full development of marine transpor- 
tation. 

Col. Ruttan touched briefly on the 
Hudson's Pay routo and Lieut. Go- 
thals, of the U. S. Engineering Corps, 
read a paper by his father on the 
Panama Canal. 

In the Geographical section tho 
same topic was under discussion, but 
it took the line of Canada's interior 
waterways. Cattle and cattle breed- 
ing unci the economic aspect of the 
Western cattle trade took the atten- 
tion of the Agricultural section, while 
Texas fever in cattle was disctissed 
by another section. 

The Agricultural section also took 
up the fruit question, a lecture on the 
fruit industry of British Columbia, 
with lantern slides by J. C. Metcalf, 
proving of great interest. 

This topic lias never been so 
graphically handled here and showed 
to perfectlor how eminently suited 
British Columbia is for tho supplying 
of the prairie provinces with the har- 
der fruits. With proper care in pick- 
ing, packing, and better provisions for 
shipping there would bo no limit to 
the amount of fruit which would cross 
the Rockies. 



LEGISLA TIVE B LUNDER 

Wrong Stock Transfer Tax Law Incor- 
porated in New York Consolida- 
tion—Fee Is Too Largo 

New York, Aug. 27. — Members of tho 
New York exchange complain today of 
what they regarded as a legal blunder 
committed in tho enactment of the 
new consolidated laws by the last leg- 
islature in Incorporating in the new 
law the stock transfer tax of 1906 In- 
stead of the stock transfer tux of 1005. 
The former was declared unconstitu- 
tional in January, 1907, by the court of 
appeals. The law of 190G, which was 
declared unconstitutional, Imposed a 
10 cents on each share of 
stock regardless of whether it was of 
face value of $100 or less than that 
amount. Tho law of 1905, which was 
sustained by the courts, imposed a tax 
of two cents per share upon each 5100 
share, or upon a group of shares ag- 
gregating $100 in face value. Under 
the 1906 law the transfer tax on on<> 
share of $100, $10, or even $1, was two 
cents, but under tho 1905 law, taxing 
face value and not shares as a unit, 
tho transfer of ten $10 shares, making 
an aggregate face value of $100, cosf 
no more, namely two cents, than tho 
transfer of $100 share. 

Consequently, the stock exchange 
mornbors declare they have been pay- 
ing far more apparently for stock 
transfers than should be tho case. It 
is said that the difference amounts to 
many millions, and many lawyers have 
been set to work to devise a way of 
unravelling the tangle.

brokers to tho enactment in the con- 
solidated laws by the last legislature 
of tho 1906 stock transfer law, which 
had been declared to be unconstitu- 
tional by tho court of appeals, and tho 
repeal o£ the law of 1906, under which 
stock transfer taxes have been collect- 
ed since tho decision. 

"The courts have held,'*' said Dean 
Alden, "that the repeal of a law by 
the legislature when apparently an In- 
advertent error was made, may bo 
wholly ignored, and the law declared 
to remain In force and unaffected by 
the repeal. The legislature did not 
intend to make any new law in those 
consolidated laws, or to repeal any 
existing statutory law, and in tho con- 
struing of these consolidated laws, the 
statute laws of the state as existont 
at the timo of their enactment shall 
be deemed to continue unchanged. If 
an apparent blunder has been made 
in tho case, the courts may be expect- 
ed to ignore it and declare that the 
legislature had no intent to affect the 
tax on stock transfers.

MEN ATTACKED 



Two Germans Beaten at Glace 
, Bay — Houses for Evicted 
Miners

Sydney, N. S.. Aug. 27.— Vice Presi- 
dent McCullough, of the U. M. W., was 
In Halifax on his way to Indianapolis, 
accompanied by international board 
member Hargrove. 

The U. M. W. have chartered a 
three-masted schooner to bring a car- 
go of lumber and building material to 
Glace Bay. This is with the inten- 
tion of constructing a number of tem- 
porary homes for the miners Who will 
bo obliged to give up possession of 
the company's houses. Arrangements 
were made some time ago for the leas- 
ing of a part of the land with tho 
view of erecting shacks.' 

Mr. Carroll, who was requested by 
tho town council some months ago to 
furnish a report as to the liability of 
the town In connection with the main- 
tenance of the soldiers states In effect 
that the town is liable for the pay of 
the soldiers. The actual liability Is the 
dlference between the ordinary pay 
and that when on active duty. This 
means that all the town will be liable 
for Is the difference In the pay of the 
officers and men when on active duty 
as at present, which amounts to about 
fifty cents per man and about one 
dollar to $2.50 tor officers. - The town 
Is also liable, for the housing and 
transportation of the troops while 
here. 

A German workman from Number 
3 Colliery, whose name could not be 
learned, was badly beaten by four 
strikers near the shipping pier on 
Wednesday evening. The German was 
met by the strikers and asked why 
he was working. Not being able to 
understand the English language very 
well, the German could not give a 
satisfactory explanation of his posi- 
tion. The gang then turned upon him 
and gavo him a severe beating. Ho 
was rendered unconscious by tho 
blows, and was found In this condi- 
tion by friends who were attracted by 
his cries to the spot for help. He was 
carried to his home, where he shortly 
revived. 

About half an hour later another 
German from Dominion was set upon 
by four men, presumably the same 
parties. The German in order to de- 
fend himself from the attacks of the 
men pulled out a knife and stabbed 
one of his assailants In the arm. The 
cold steel evidently had a good effect 
in cooling the fighting ardor of the 
gang, for they left the spot in a hurry. 
The German then made his way to 
Senator's corner, where he boarded 
the car for Dominion. The Germans 
did not recognize their assallatns, and 
it Is not likely that they will be cap- 
tured. 



ALDE RMAN PAID 

Concessionaire at Montreal Gavo Aid. 
Couture $100 for Trouble to 
Which Ho Was Put 



Montreal, Aug. 27. — Aid. Couture fur- 
nished the sensation beforo tho royal 
commission today. A man named Du- 
bois, who wished a concession for a 
miniature railway on St. Helen's Isl- 
and, told of having paid Alderman 
Couture $100, and Alderman Major 
went into the box and admitted that 
he had received the money and had 
handed it over to Couture. 

Couture was then examined and 'con- 
fessed that he had received the 'money. 
He and Major had been appointed a 
sub-committee of tho park committee 
to deal with the matter, and they had 
gone over to tho Island. Couturo 
claimed the money was given to him 
not as an alderman but for the trouble 
he had been put to In connection with 
tho matter.

LIKELY TO BEAR 

ON CANADA'S COURSE 



Penalization of This Country 
May Lead to Preference 
From Britain 



London, Aug. 27. — It is understood 
that official communications are now 
passing between London, Ottawa and 
Washington regarding interpretation 
of section 2 of paragraph 829 of the 
new United States tariff law. The 
phrasing of sections seems to well-in- 
formed persons here to refer especially 
to the lumber regulations of certain 
Canadian provinces and possible fed- 
eral and provincial action affecting 
other Canadian raw products. 

Moreover, the wording of section 
seems to compel the president of the 
United States to impose maximum du- 
ties on Canadian produce so long as 
the British preference Is maintained, 
and no doubt is expressed that tho 
Canadian parliament's ratification of 
the Franco- Canadian commercial con- 
vention will bring Canada under the 
United States maximum tariff. Tho 
oflicial communications now passing 
are designed to elicit a definite pro- 
nouncement from Washington as a 
guide to British and Canadian minis- 
ters In framing their policy. 

If Canada is penalized because she 
gives a preference to her motherland 
not dissimilar to that which the United 
States extends to her own possessions 
the fact would weigh greatly with the 
British electorate In deciding whether 
or not to adopt a reciprocal British 
preference for Canada and tho other 
dominions. 

It Is not forgotten that It was a simi- 
lar German penalization of Canada 
that drove Lord Salisbury into denun- 
ciation of the German and Belgian 
treaties. 



To Be Built in Canada 

London, Aug. 27. — Regarding state- 
ments cabled from Canada that ships 
of Canada's navy are to be built in 
England, there Is tho highest authority 
for stating that the vessels will be 
built in Canada. 



R, and O. Steamer Burned. 

Montreal, Aug. 27. — The Richelieu and 
(jhtarln Navigation company's steamer 
frescott was burned to the water's edge 
while lying alongside the Victoria pier 
In Montreal harbor tonight, and the ad- 
joining shed and Its contonts were seri- 
ously damaged. The loss is placed at 
$20,000, covered by insurance. 




English Aviator Unexpectedly 
Beats All Others for 
Endurance 



Bethany Aviation Field, Rhelms, 
Aug. 27. — Henry Farman, tho English 
aviator, a dark horse In the aviation 
contests, in a bi-plane of his own de- 
sign, today broke the world's record 
for duration of flight and distance in 
a heavier-thnn-alr machine, and won 
the Grand Prix de la Champagne, the 
endurance test, by a remarkable flight 
officially recorded as 180 kilometres, 
or 111.78 miles, in three hours 40 min- 
utes, 56 3-5 seconds, although he ac- 
tually covered an extra ten kilomet- 
res and remained in the air ten min- 
utes after 7:30 o'clock this evening, 
the hour when the timekeepers under 
the rules ceased to keep a record of 
the flight. 

The other contestants finished In 
tho order named: 

Hubert Latham, in monoplane No. 
29, 151 kilometres, 50 metres. Time 2 
hours 18 minutes 9 3-5 seconds. 

Louis Paulham, In a Voisin bl-plane» 
131 kilometres. 

Count dc Lambert, bl-plane, 116 kil- 
ometres. 

Hubert Latham, in monoplane No. 
13, 111 kilometres 

M. Tlssandier, bl-plane, Roger Som- 
mer, bl-plane; M. Delagrange, mono- 
plane; M. Blerlot, monoplane; Glenn 
H. Curtlss, 1)1- plane, 30 kilometres; R. 
M\ Lefebre, bl-plane. 

Although Hubert Latham with a 
different machine, took 2nd and 5th 
pos'dons, the aviation committee held 
that he was ineligible for two prizes, 
and awarded tho fifth to M. Tissand- 
ler and tho sixtli to M. Sommer. 

Farman's victory came as a com- 
plete surprise. He had been prepar- 
ing his machine secretly, and had not 
appeared on tho field until today, ex- 
cept for a practice flight, and had 
been almost forgotten. Indeed, after 
ho started about '1:30, keeping close 
to tho ground, while Latham and 
others were soring in spectacular 
fashion high in tho air, Farman 
attracted no attention until ho had 
tlown eighty kilometres. Then pud- 
denly the watchers discovered V'l^ ><e 
had gone out currying petrol enough 
for a five hours' night, and equipped 
with a self-cooling revolving motor 
built after his own design. 

All eyes had' boon riveted on tho 
monoplane of Latham, who, after Tls- 
sandler's foul of Paulham in the morn- 
ing had ended Paulham'a chances, and 
had becomo the favorite for the cup 
of the Grand Prix de la Champalgne. 
They ajso had iwatched. ibs jshangirjff 



picture unfolding above the sunlit 
plain of Bethany, whito-winged mun- 
birds circling and wheeling in a genu- 
ine race for live miles between two bi- 
planes and Latham's soaring niMio- 
plane, and finally the arrival of the two 
huge dirigibles which evoluted like 
great giants of the air before tho 
fleet nimble machines in the lower 
strata. 

Trouble witli his ignition plug forced 
Latham to descend after he had cover- 
ed 111 kilometres, and Tissandier 
came down alter accomplishing iden- 
tically the same distance. The others 
had ended their efforts earlier, and 
only Farman continued. Round after 
round he went as regularly as clock- 
work, always hugging the ground. 
Record after record fell before his 
methodical flight. Darkness fell and 
lanterns were hung on the poles mark- 
ing the limits of the course. The 
searchlight from the grand stand could 
not pierce the gloom. A dozen auto- 
mobiles raced to strategic points to 
make sure that Farman was still In 
tho air. 

Finally at 7:30 o'clock the announce- 
ment was made that tho timing of the 
aeroplanlst had ended under tho new 
rules. Ten minutes more and sudden- 
ly out of the darkness a ghostly thing 
appeared in front of the tribune and 
came to earth on the starting line. 

A great cheer arose. Minister Mil- 
lerand, In the name of the French gov- 
ernment, congratulated Mr. Farman. 
"I do so," said the minister, "not only 
for the wonderful achievement you 
have reached, but as a bravo man and 
for the example you have set for 
others." 

Curtlss just before dark made the 
fastest lap he has yet accomplished, 
his time being S minutes 9-15 seconds. 
M. Blerlot, with a big engine In his 
repaired machine, also made a fast 
trial, showing that the contest for the 
International cup lies between them. 



Killed by Horse's Kick. 

Keglna, Aug. 27. — A farmer named 
wylle, of Trogarva district, 20 miles 
north of Reglna, was killed this after- 
noon by a kick from a horse. He was 
working In the harvest field when tho 
animal struck him and he lived only a 
snort time. 



Great Pains Taken to Exclude 
All Inquiries as to His 
Condition 



Arden N.Y, Aug. 27— Whatever E. 
a. Harrlman's ailment, whatever his 
true condition, the public is not to 
know until he and his family decide 
that such an announcemet is oppor- 
tune. He is an isolated invalid, with the 
nature of his affliction held a mystery 
to those outside his mountain retreat 
at the top of Tower Hill, where the 
funicular railway stops. With the roads 
picketed by guards and all but one 
telephone wire, and that a private one 
severed, he spends his days and 
nights in a seclusion that is almost ab- 
solute. Scraps of news dropped from 
the lips of a relative, an associate 
and an employee indicate that he 
spent a quiet day, part of it outdoors 
but there were other incidents which 
led those who are draining the meagre 
channels of information to believo 
that all is not so well. 

There was the arrival at the station 
at Turner of two tanks recorded on 
the bill of lading as o" -gen, and 
shortly afterwards there e...ne a small 
collapsible cot, such as is used in 
hospitals to move patients between 
wards. Both were placed in automo- 
biles and later sent up the incline 
railway to the estate. 

Coincident with the arrival of those 
requisites of an operation came two 
men from New York, one of them 
carrying what appeared to be tho 
black bag of a surgeon. They were 
taken up the incline to the house, and 
rumors that Mr. Harrlman was to be 
operated upon quickly spread broad- 
cast. One of the men, according to 
popular rumor, is Dr. Geo. W. Ceclle, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, an eminent spe- 
cialist in abdominal surgery, who, ac- 
cording to report, was summoned from 
Breton Woods, N.H., to assist. Dr. W. 
G. Lyle,. of New York, who has been 
Mr. Harrlman's physlcion throughout 
his illness. 

All this gave strong color to tho 
assumption that there was to bo an 
operation at Tower Hill, but of this 
no confirmation is to bo had tonight. 
Dr. Lyle declined to make any com- 
ment whatever, ns did former Judge 
R. S. Lovett, general counsel for the 
Harrlman lines, who has been with 
his chief daily; but when Robert L. 
Garry, of New York, Mr. Harrlman's 
son-in-law, descended the Incline rail- 
way this afternoon, he talked at some 
length. He said: "I have just left Mr. 
Harrlman sitting on the porch talking 
to some of his workmen. He has spent 
a good part of the clay out there in the 
air." 

Mr. Garry denied that an operation 
was to be performed, and said that 
Dr. Lyle wns the only physician in at- 
tendance. C. T. Ford, superintendent 
of the estate, conllrmcd Mr. Garry's 
statement about Mr. Harrlman's sit- 
ting on tho porch. At Intervals 
throughout the day be had appeared on 
the porch, ho said, and had talked with 
the head mason and others at work on 
an unfinished part of tho estate. 

"The stories that Mr. Harrlman is 
in a critical condition are not founded 
on fact, in my opinion, said Mr. Ford. 
"He has a firm grip when he shakos 
hands, and seems brighter. He Is in 
competent hands, with Dr. Lyle and 
Judge Lovett, and while it Is not my 
place to make statements, I believe ho 
Is suffering from a natural breakdown 
from overwork and will rally up here 
with plenty of rest and good food and 
be about again as usual after a while." 

Judge Lovett was urged to say 
something concerning Mr. Harrlman's 
condition, but he replied: "I have de- 
cided to say nothing, no matter what 
Is published. I don't wish to appear 
discourteous, but I deem it best to 
keep silent."

, bia Coast

He and Wireless Operator Lose 
Lives in Trying to Save 
Others 



South bound from Valdes on th» 
southeastern Alaskan coast for Seat- 
tle with 135 passengers, 30 horses and 
a good cargo, the Nome liner Ohio, 
Capt. Johnson, of the Alaska Steam- 
ship Company was wrecked on Splro 
Rock, off Caramansky Bay, four miles 
east of Swanson Bay, in Finlayson 
Channel, northern British Columbia, 
on Thursday night, and foundered 
within forty minutes of striking the 
rock In five fathoms of water. 

A vain effort was made to hurry the 
stricken steamer ' to Carter Bay to 
beach her, while wireless operator 
George C. Eccles hurriedly flashed tho 
wireless distress signal, S. O. S. .to 
the night h/aplng that some vessel or 
land station would hear his distress 
call, while the water was pouring into 
the broken hold and the vessel grad- 
ually going down. The attempt fail- 
ed. The steamer made water too 
quickly, and the passengers and crew 
took to the boats and all except five 
reached the nearby shoreline in safe- 
ty. The boats were lowered quickly, 
and the women and children were 
placed In them first. 

Purser Fred J. Stephen, son of D. 
Stephen, of this city and brother of 
the agent of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, E. R. Stephen is among the dead' 
together with wireless telephaph oper- 
ator George S. Eccles, formerly of 
Winnipeg, and the quartermaster and 
two passengers, one a soldier, tho 
other a steerage passenger. They died 
her.oically, seeking to save the lives 
of the passengers. 

M. J. Keney, the well known Alas- 
kan railroad contractor, who is build- 
ing the Copper River Railroad tele- 
graphed as follows from Ketchikan: 

"Stephen and the others went down 
while trying to save the lives of pas- 
sengers instead of looking to their own 
safety. Stephen could easily have 
saved his own life if he had given a 
thought to his own safety." 

Mid the Darkness 

It was rough and dark when the 
steamer passed through Tongas Nar- 
rows and entered the waterway be- 
tween the two Islands, near the north 
of- which lies Spire Island Reef. It 
is a small reef, awash at high water, 
and an iron spindle with a black can 
buoy surmounting it, has been estab- 
lished there. There is no light. The 
Ohio was slightly out of her course 
and crashed against the edge of the 
reef. 

As soon as the steamer struck the 
reef the wireless operator began to 
send hurried distress signals, flashing 
the S. O. S. to all vesselt and stations 
within the radius. While the fright- 
ened passengers- hurried from their 
staterooms with lifebelts about them 
in the darkness they could hear above 
tho noise of the swish of the soa and 
tho rush of the crew clearing away the 
lifeboats, the crash of the electricity 
in the wireless room and saw the lit- 
tle lightning-like flashes at tho 
masthead that told them that the 
bravo operator was at his post. Soon 
an answer came. The operators on 
the steamers Rupert, City and Hum- 
boldt heard the S. O. S. and had flash- 
ed an answering call. Q"uickly tho 
operator flashed the brief news of tho 
Ohio's predicament and then hurried 
to assist the passengers to safety, a 
work in which he and the purser lost 
their lives. 

To the Rescue 

Tho Rupert City and Humboldt hur- 
ried to tho scene and as they steam- 
ed toward the wrecked vessel tho op- 
erators could not regain communica- 
tion. No answering signals came from 
tho Ohio, and they feared the worst. 
Each assumed that the Ohio had gon,o 
down with the bravo operator sitting 
in his wireless room as the steamer 
foundered. They desparcd of seeing 
their friend— for all the operators in 
tho northern steamers have a talking 
acquaintance even though many have 
never seen each other. 

Meanwhile Capt. Johnson was seek- 
ing to take his crippled steamer, with 
water pouring quick into her holds, to 
Carter bay, near New Metlakatlah. He 
was unable to beach tho vessel, though, 
for she foundered in five fathoms, but 
not beforo tho passengers and most of 
the crow had been takon to the nearby 
shore In the vessel's lifeboats. It was 
while engaged in the work of trans- 
ferring the passengers that tho trag- 
edies occurred. Fred Stephen and 
Eccles had no thought of their own 
safety. They considered first the safe- 
ty of those in their charge, and gave up 
their lives for them. 

A Local Man. 

Fred Stephen spent most of his life 
in Victoria. He was connected with 
tho ofilco staff of the C. P. N. company 
until shortly before the C. P. R. took 
over the concern, and he moved to 
Seattle. He has been continuously on- 
gaged In the steamship business, 
ashore and afloat. Some years ago he 
was married to Miss Mary Webster, o£ 
this city. His family received the sad 
news of his death yesterday morning 
by wireless. His father, Mr. David 
Stephen, who recently left the sea, was 
ono of the pioneer local steamship en- 
gineers, and his brother E. R. Stephen 
is agent of tho Great Northern rail- 
road. A sister, Miss May Stephen, is 
at present revisiting Victoria. George 
Eccles, tho wireless operator who died 
in the Ohio wreck, was ono of tho most 
popular and efficient men in tho cm-t;

Fern Wood Road Local Improve- 
ment Work Not Proceeding 
to Their Satisfaction 

; 1 . 

Tho owners on Fernwood Road, or 
at least a number of them, tire mak- 
ing a strenuous protest against tho 
manner In which local Improvement 
work on" that thoroughfare is being 
prosecuted by the city. 

A deputation of owners, consisting 
6£ J. L. Beck with, J. Emery and J. H. 
Baker appeared before the streets 
committee last evening to urge upon 
that body the necessity of making 
some changes in the work. 

Mr. Beekwlth explained that when 
the owners agreed to the scheme It 
whs the Intention. to lay concrete walks 
on both sides of the street live feet 
in width. But now, owing. It Is stated, 
to the fact that some of the owners 
encroach upon the street nnd a 
straight line cannot be run, the side- 
walk will be but four feet In width. 
Mr. Beekwlth pointed out that years 
ago lie had laid a cement walk in 
front of bis property. Now he is told 
that as that sidewalk encroaches on 
tlie line of the roadway eighteen' 
Inches it must, If allowed to remain, 
be cut otf to a width of eighteen inches. 
He had looked into the question of 
bis property encroaching on the street 
1 1 lie and had discussed It with the city 
engineer and tho city solicitor. The 
latter stated that ho had written the 
engineer a long letter of Instructions, 
a copy of which was to be forwarded 
to Mr. Beekwlth, but the latter had 
not received it. He had told the city 
solicitor that he would take out an In- 
junction preventing the cutting up of 
the sidewalk and had been asked by 
Mr. Mann not to do so as the difficulty 
could be satisfactorily arranged. Then 
the city workmen, were rushed up and 
the work of cutting up the sidewalk 
was commenced, the . city evidently 
proceeding on the advice, of the solici- 
tor ;.'!". i l<ymed, Mr. Beckwith be- 
lieved, to proceed on tho theory that 
It Is better to go ahead with the work 
and let tho owners kick afterwards. 
Could be Arranged 

Mr. Beckwith believed that instead 
of a twenty-eight roadway as proposed 
one of twenty-six feet is all that is 
required and the extra two feet thus 
gained would permit of a five foot walk 
on both sides while obviating tho 
necessity of forcing encroaching own- 
ers back. In fact, he. maintained that 
liis fence is located on the line given 
by the city and it would cost the city 
a pretty penny before hp could bo 
forced to move .back a stone fence 
and destroy a fine hedge, 

Mr. Beckwith urged the council to 
insist that the city solicitor should 
"cut out Ids sharp practices." A com- 
mittee composed of the mayor, Alder- 
men Turner and Raymond was ap- 
pointed to look into the matter and In 
the meantime the work will be 
stopped. The committee will meet Mr. 
Beckwith this morning' and make a 
personal inspection of Fernwood Road. 



Mistake Somewhere 

Just whose mistake it was that the 
new fence erected on tho new grounds 
of the A'lctorla Tennis club, Fort street, 
was put out two feet In the street. 
Is a question on which there nro vari- 
ous opinions. J. \V. Bolden, who had 
the contract to erect the fence, claims 
that tho city is to blame while the 
city engineer says no. Tho city en- 
gineer explained to the committee, that 
on August 5 Mr. Bolden applied for 
the street line and paid his fee there- 
fore. He was told by tho clerk In 
the olilce to cull for a sketch which 
would be prepared but lie failed to do 
so. City employees went to the ten- 
nis grounds and laid out the line, but 
as Is customary in all cases the lino 
staked out was not the right street 
line but the offset line two Cect from 
which should run the proper line. It 
was on this offset line that tho fence 
was erected. 

On the other hand Mr. Bolden claims 
that one of the employees of the city 
told him that the line staked nut was 
the real line. He did not know any- 
thing about the necessity of securing 
a plan and was not told that such a 
stop was necessary. ■ Mr. Bolden be- 
lieves that- the cost of moving back 
the fence should at least be shared 
by the city, and the city engineer was 
Instructed to take the matter up with 
Mr. Bolden and endeavor to arrive at 
some solution of the difficulty. 
• The time for the receipt of tenders 
for the Hulton Street local improve- 
ment work was extended until Mon- 
day afternoon. Tenders were called 
for to be in by last evening, but ow- 
ing to the fact that some of those who 
desired to tender had not done so In 
time they will be given an opportunity 
of so doing. 



"FIGHTING ADMIRAL" 

ARRIVES IN CANADA 

Quebec. Aug. 27.— Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, the "Fighting Ad- 
miral" of the British navy, arrived here 
at r> o'clock this morning on board the 
Allan liner Virginian. His arrival was 
anxiously awaited, especially by news- 
paper men who wanted to learn the 
admiral's views on Imperial defence. 
They were doomed to disappointment, 
however, for His Lordship absolutely 
refused to speak on naval matters, say- 
ing that he did not wish to anticipate 
an address on the subject which ho will 
deliver at the Toronto exhibition Mon- 
dav next. 

Lord Reresford was accompanied on 
his trip by Hon. W. G. Carleton, to- 
gether with whom he disembarked 
here at 8 o'clock, and embarked again 
at 10 o'clock for Montreal, whence he 
will leave for Toronto tonight. While 
there he will be the guest of the To- 
ronto exhibition for a week. Lord 
Beresford has not yet decided whether 
he will go west or not, but will return 
to Montreal and may deliver an ad- 
dress there. He expects to return to 
England early in October.

Vancouver Power Company Authorized 
From Ottawa to Proceed With 
Preliminary Work. 

An Important announcement Is made 
that the officials of the Vancouver 
Power Company have received word 
that permission has been given by the 
Department of the.

at once, according to the visiting min- 
ister, and it will be In operation dur- 
ing the autumn. The appropriation 
set aside for this station is $25,000, 
and il will be increased according to 
the growing needs of the port.

Dur- 
ing his visit here he will take no 
steps in this matter, beyond hearing 
any representations which may be 
made. 

Victoria's ekilm to have the next 
Dominion Fair held here cannot be 
considered at present. For 1310 It is 
the turn of New Brunswick, and in 
the following year the fair will take 
place in Regina. In 1912 the proba- 
bility is that an extra grant will be 
made by the Dominion government, 
and the fair will be merged in the Sel- 
kirk Centenary Celebration to be held 
at Winnipeg.

Hon, Sydney Fisher Talks 
Canada's Navy 
to Be

"An excellent decision," is the way 
the Hon. Sydney Fisher, minister of 
agriculture In the Dominion govern- 
ment, who Is at present in the city, 
characterises the findings of the Im- 
perial Defence Conference with regard 
to the future naval status of the Over- 
seas Dominions. "There is no doubt,", 
ho says, "that the different parts of 
the Empire should have separate naval 
units, homogeneous In ; tlme of war for 
the defence of the whole." 

When asked how it was possible for 
Canada to build her own navy under 
existing shipbuilding conditions here, 
Mr. Fisher stated that while he could 
say nothing definite, this question 
might lead to the Dominion govern- 
ment subsidising the industry. The 
question of establishing a shipbuilding 
Industry In Canada had frequently 
been discussed In Parliament, but as 
yet nothing definite had been done. The 
fact that Canada would be prepared 
sometime In the future to build her 
own vessel* might induce shipbuilding 



yards in Great Britain to .establish 
branches here. Until the industry was 
fostered in some way, the vessels re- 
quired for the new Canadian navy 
would have to be obtained from the 
Motherland.

THE B. C. ELECTRIC. 

There is no longer any reason for the 
B. C. Electric Railway company to de- 
lay carrying- out Its plans to obtain ad- 
ditional power by installing a plant at 
Jordan river, and Mr. Goward, the 
local superintendent, is authority for 
the statement that the work will bo 
completed before the close of next year, 
which will be within half the period 
which the company has under- 
taken to carry out that part of its 
undertaking. 

It is a matter of profound satisfac- 
tion that the company will at so early 
a day be In possession of such a great 
amount of power. It makes the out- 
look for the future very bright Indeed. 
The company is pledged to an expendi- 
ture of $1,750,000, of which $1,500,000 
will be for power alone. Upon this 
additional capital, interest must be 
earned, and a sinking fund must be 
provided to retire the bonds on matur- 
ity. To secure the additional revenue 
the company must place itself in a 
position to get additional business, and 
we all know how the business can be 
developed, although its development 
Will call for additional outlay. We do 
not think it an exaggeration to esti- 
mate that at least two and a half m1I- 
"lion dollars will be expended by the 
company In and around Victoria with- 
in the next three years. Not only will 
, this mean that a large sum of money 
will be put into circulation, but that 
the country surrounding the city will'be 
opened up in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, a. manner, that will lead. to an in- 
llux of populations "AS we •polYitea "ontr 
yesterday,.the Esquimau Water "Works 
company will doubtless now" put itself 
in a position to supply water to alj 
corners, and with the installation of 
the Jordan river plant, whereby the 
demands of the Tramway company 
upon its power will be reduced, it will 
be In a position to contract for the sale 
of water to suburban areas. With the 
abundance of excellent water that will 
thus be made available, and the system 
or electric railways which we may now 
expect with confidence to have in- 
augurated, we look forward with great 
confidence to the rapid settlement of 
the country around Victoria. It can- 
not be too widely known that the ad- 
verse vote .on the water by-law yester- 
day only affects a part of the city, and 
will have no necessary effect whatever 
upon the remainder of the city and 
the adjacent municipalities. 



• UNSUSPECTED HEROES 

Most of us knew Fred Stephen. He 
seemed to be nothing much out of the 
common: a young fellow full of life, 
just like many others, whom we meet 
every day, with his strong and bis 
weak qualities, his kindly nature, his 
capacity for making friends. And so 
he went about In Victoria for years, 
and so he lived elsewhere, to all ap- 
pearance just one of the ordinary run 
of boys, And yet we know new that 
there was in his heart the spirit that 
makes heroes of men, and renders our 
race god-like in its majesty. lie 
knew how to die that others might 
live. Than this we can give him no 
higher praise. In the greatest crisis 
of his life, the greatest crisis that can 
come to any man, he exomplilied that 
greater love which leads one to lay 
down his life for others. "Me thought 
only of Others, not of himself." said 
Francis J. Honey, one of the survivors 
of the disaster In which the AMctoria 
boy died. Let tills be his epitaph. To 
his widow and others relatives the 
Colonist extends its sympathy. They 
can comfort themselves with the 
thought that his heroic death ennobled 
his life. 



IMPERIAL NAVAL DEFENCE 

In a paragraph In the Colonist of 
yesterday the statement was made 
that there was no Bristol on the Navy 
List. Tills is explained by the fact 
that the Bristol Is a cruiser of a new 
type. She has a tonnage of 1800, and 
will be capable of developing 26 knots. 
Several vessels of this type are under 
construction, and it may therefore be 
assumed that they represent the latest 
Ideas in cruisers of the second class. 
They will undoubtedly bo very useful 
ships. Tlie third-clans cruisers to be 
loaned to the Dominion ure of the 
Apollo type. She is u vessel of .1-100 
tons displacement, und has a speed of 
20 knots'^ Her tonnage is nearly three 
and a half times that of the Algerine. 
These cruisers will be useful for po- 
lice purposes in time of peace and as 
training ships. Tills seems to bo a 
very good beginning of what we hope 
we are justified In calling the! Cana- 
dian contingent of the Imperial navy. 



Coupled with the undertaking to con- 
struct these cruisers is an undertak- 
ing by the Dominion to build dry 
docks at Halifax and Esquimalt. Can- 
ada Is making no direct contribution 
to the Royal Navy. The plans of the 
conference seem to have been directed 
towards laying the foundation of a 
permanent system of Imperial nnvnl 
defence rather "than of gifts of vessels 
to meet any real or suggested emer- 
gency, which may now exist. 

This view of the cuse seems to be 
borne out by the fact that the offer of 
the Australian and New Zealand gov- 
ernments to present Dreadnoughts has 
been modified to apply to cruisers of 
*he Indomitable class, which are to 
serve with the Royal Navy upon the 
Australian and the China stations. 
The" Indomitable Is a turblned armored 
cruiser of 17,250 tons; that Is, she is 
of slightly less tonage than the Dread- 
nought. It is stated that Australia is 
to maintain an Australian unit of the 
Paci.'lc fleet and New Zealand is to 
contribute to the maintenance of the 
China unit. 

The London press seems to be all 
■but unanimous In its approval of the 
plan. Undoubtedly there will be an 
element In Canada that will greatly 
regret the policy that the Dominion 
government is prepared to adopt. 
They would have preferred to have 
seen a direct contribution to the Roy- 
al Navy; but, while we are by no 
means unfavorable to such a view as 
a part of r.hc duty of Canada, we do 
not lose sight of the fact that Canada 
must provide for naval defence on two 
oceans. The contribution of one or 
more ships to the Royal Navy woidd 
not have had any significance as re- 
gards the Western coast of Canada. 
We shall await with great interest a 
fuller statement of the proposals. As 
far as they go they are satisfactory. 
It would be unwise to criticize them 
without full details at hand and with- 
out expert opinion, which at this stage 
is not available. 



I of the Liberal papers any re>ply to 
j this formidable indictment. We shall 
watch with interest to seo what can 
be alleged on the other side. If it is 
true that cheaper telegraphic com- 
munication between Canada and the 
United Kingdom is delayed because the 
Dominion government is unwilling to 
discuss the ways and moans of en- 
abling the wireless- system to compete 
with the cables, the condition is de- 
plorable, and calls for the strongest 
condemnation. , 



Halifax Herald says: "provincial 
governments in opposition should act 
ns balance wheel" to the party In power 
at Ottawa. A'ery good this, when you 
happen to be opposed to the party in 
power at Ottawa; but when the Con- 
servatives get In will the Herald ad- 
vocate the election of a Liberal legis- 
lature in Nova Scotia?

KITCHENER'S COMMAND 

No doubt many readers have been 
somewhat surprised to '.earn that 
Genera] Lord Kitchener is to be as- 
signed to the command of the Forces 
In the Mediterranean. The London 
correspondent of the Boston Trans- 
cript endeavors to cast some light 
upon the subject. He thus epitomizes 
the General's future duties: 

The British garrisons In the Medi- 
terranean are not large, but the in- 
terests which they, In co-operation 
with the naval forces, are designed to 
protect arc very important. The pos- 
sibility of a display, at least, of some 
..efficient and mobile military force in 
the "Mediterranean baa become a dip- 
lomatic and a military necessity of 
the times. .The creation of a seventh 
division from Mediterranean and 
South African garrisons responds to 
tills necessity and is the first step to- 
wards the eventful constitution of 
such a force. The completion of this 
division will naturally become one of 
Lord Kitchener's first duties. Next to 
this duty should come the better or- 
ganizing of those heterogeneous Anglo 
African forces which are now scatter- 
ed throughout the length and breadth 
of Africa, ruled by various departments 
of State, and possessing neither sem- 
blance of unity, nor cohesion, nor 
powers of co-operation for purposes of 
defence. England's military position 
In Africa is not unlike that which she 
held In India more than a century ago. 
and the time has come when a begin- 
ning should be made of, some unifica- 
tion for defensive purposes of those 
forces, very numerous in the aggre- 
gate, which garrison and police the 
wide African territories under the 
Britisli flag. 

AA'e arc further told Egypt is likely 
to play her historic part in future 
wars, and that a part of Kitchener's 
duties will be to organize tlie forces 
of that country and co-ordinate them 
with the British forces. It is also 
stated that his presence in the Medi- 
terranean is desired so that he will he 
closely In touch with tlie AVnr Office, 
and able to give his advice to the De- 
fence Committee. We think it may 
be accepted as certain that Lord Kit- 
chener's new position will be no sine- 
cure, but one in which he will render 
great service to tlie Empire. 



In view of the manner in which the 
newspapers of this city have suppor- 
ted the mayor and aldermen on many 
important occasions, tlie observations 
of Mayor Hull might have been omit- 
ted without harm to anyone. How- 
ever, he had to say something, and 
the newspapers seemed to be the han- 
diest subject of attack. 

Tlie mayor has given notice of a by- 
law looking to procuring a supply of 
water from Sooke Lake. Until we 
have had an opportunity of consider- 
ing tlie matter more fully than we have 
been able to do since the notice was 
posted, we shall refrain from express- 
ing any opinion. Has the mayor con- 
sidered tlie question of the city's sup- 
ply pending the construction of a sup- 
ply pipe from Sooke'.' At first sight 
tills seems to form an important aspect 
of the question. 



British capital Is accomplishing 
wonders In the opening of Africa. 
Next year tlie railway will be com- 
pleted to a point 150 miles beyond 
Khartoum. Telegraphic lines are be- 
ing extended In various directions and 
powerful dredges are at work remov- 
ing tlie "sudd" which has rendered tlie 
upper tributaries of the Nile hitherto 
unnavigable. Tlie sudd is a mass of 
vegetation completely covering the 
surfaces of tile rivers. 



CHEAPER CABLES. 

The statement is made that the Can- 
adian government is blocking the way 
to cheaper cablegrams. Such a charge 
Is astounding, and one would suppose 
that It could hardly be well founded; 
but the Ottawa Journal, which usually 
takes a fair view of all public matters, 
states emphatically that the Ottawa 
government is deliberately preventing 
negotiations. We quote from our con- 
temporary: 

The British government is willing to 
examine the case. The Canadian gov- 
ernment was thought willing to do so. 
Mr. Lemleux, our postmaster-general, 
was known to lie willing to do so. At 
this stage, the lobbyists of the cable 
and telegraph companies got busy at 
Ottawa. They entered protests against 
interference. 

They are not thought to have daunt- 
ed Mr. Lemleux, but they evidently 
captured other ministers. 

The first public Intimation that the 
Dominion government had become the 
tool of the cable monopoly came when 
Mr. Buxton, the British postmaster- 
general, told the Imperial Press Con- 
ference in London that the Imperial 
government had been and continued 
ready to discuss tlie question of cheap- 
er cable rates, but had received an 
Intimation from tlie Dominion gov- 
ernment that Canada wished to post- 
pone consideration of the matter. This 
was bad enough, so bad that The' 
Journal was inclined to think that Mr. 
Buxton had misinterpreted the case; 
Mr. Lemleux later was found 



but 



obliged to confirm the statement. 

Tbe postponement was, however, 
supposed to be merely tomporat'3'. An 
inter-Imperial conference upon the 
question of an "all red" electric girdle 
was expected this fall, with Canada 
taking part. Now it appears that 
Canada will have nothing to do with 
it. The subject Is to be dropped, with 
no prospect of early revival,

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN 

I have been asked by several gentle- 
men, for whose opinions I have great 
respect, to say something in the Col- 
onist in regard to statements made 
during the by-law campaign to the ef- 
fect that the support given by the city 
papers to the water by-law was due 
to financial considerations, or to put 
it more plainly, that they were paid 
fur advocating the adoption of tlie by- 
law. I had not met with such an 
assertion, during the campaign, the 
nearest approach to It being tlie in- 
sinuation of Sen. Macdonald to which 
reference has already been made In 
these columns, but as I um told in tbe 
canvass was freely used by opponents 
of the by- law, I have allowed myself 
to be persuaded that I should say 
something on the subject. If the ref- 
erence had been to me personally I 
should have Ignored It. My reason for 
dealing with it now over my own sig- 
nature is because It seems desirable 
that there should be some public 
statement on the general question in- 
volved in such allegations. It Is not 
tny intention to speak specifically 
of any Instance in which tbe gooil 
faith of newspapers has been impugn- 
ed. 

I suppose that few men in Canada 
have had a longer and more varied 
editorial experience than 1. 1 have had 
editorial charge for u longer or shorter 
period of ten newspapers in four cities, 
have owned two papers and been fi- 
nancially interested in one other. My 
experience has extended over thirty 
years, though not consecutively. I have 
taken part as an editor in more politi- 
cal and municipal campaigns thun I 
can count; I have aided In the advo- 
cacy ,of very numerous public enter- 
prises such ns railways, telephones 
and the like. During all these years, 
and throughout that varied experience 
I only ever knew of one instance In 
which money was offered for editorial 
support, and the offer was absolutely 
refused. This Incident did not occur 
in Victoria. • I- never knew of an in- 
stance in Which a newspaper was paid 
to support any undertaking or project 
iof any nature whatever. I never knew 
a ease in which the owner of a news- 
paper influenced or endeavored to In- 
fluence Its policy upon any public 
question because of any inducements 
held out to him of a monetary nature 
or anything equivalent thereto. I have 
had exceptional opportunities for 
knowing the Inner working of politi- 
cal and other campaigns, and 1 have 
never known of a paper engaging in 
such a campaign under any under- 
standing, direct or Implied, that it 
should be paid for, its support. I 
have known some Instances, not many, 
where newspapers have during cam- 
paigns, received financial assistance to 
enable them to put up a stronger tight 
than they otherwise could, but In the 
greater number of crises in my ex- 
perience, newspapers lost money dur- 
ing election campaigns. I have never 
known a case where the support of a 
newspaper has been purchased. 

I do not know that I can be any more 
explicit than I have been above. My 
object In writing Is to assert that so 
far as my experience enables mo to 
judge, and It is certainly wider than 
that of most people, newspapers are 
honest In their advocacy of all pub- 
lic questions. It would be absurd to 
suggest that newspaper people are not 
at times blinded by partisanship, mis- 
led by their prejudice and liable to error 
through ignorance; but I assert that 
newspapers are conducted, except 
probably in a very few instances, upon 
honorable lines, are edited with hon- 
orable motives and are above the sus- 
picion of bribery. The profession of 
journalism Is an honorable one. Those 
engaged In It come closer to the wel- 
fare of Individuals and the public than 
any other class of people. Day after 
day and every day they deal with mat- 
ters affecting the business and repu- 
tation of thousands of people. Doubt- 
lens In some cases statements are 
printed and tilings are done in news- 
papers that ought not to lie done; but 
newspaper men make no claim to In- 
fallibility, no pretence that they are 
not subject to human weaknesses. But 
they do claim to lie honest; they do 
claim that they can be trusted to deal 
with public questions honestly from 
their point of view; they do claim that 
the men, who lay charges of corrup- 
tion against them, have no warrant in 
fact in so doing, and on behalf of the 
newspapers, of Victoria, I challenge 
any one to assert . the contrary and 
make his words good. .

Hamilton Pumps Tied Up. 

Hamilton, Aug. 25. — A shaft at the 
beach pumping station broke this af- 
ternoon, and pieces of the machinery 
flew all over the engine room, but no 
one was injured. Hamilton's total 
water supply will be pumped by two 
antiquated balancing pumps now until 
the shaft is lixed. Their total capacity 
is 9,000,000 gallons per day. The other 
pumps, the ones now tied up, pumped 
over 12,000,000 gallons per clay, and 
almost all of tho amount has been 
used. 



Knocked Down by Car. 

Vancouver, Aug. 2G. — E. Carlson, a 
laborer, who lives at 321 Westminster 
avenue, was bowled over at 8:30 
o'clock last night by a, Davie street 
car as it passed Hastings street. Carl- 
son was knocked to one side, and lay 
on the pavement where he fell. By 
the time assistance reached the spot 
he got to his feet again, and was able 
to go to his room. His injuries 
amounted to only a severe shaking up 
and slight bruises. Carlson blumes 
himself for tho accident. 



Vacant Commissionership 
Ottawa. Aug. 26.— Several names are 
mentioned in connection with the. posi- 
tion of commissioner of the Transcon- 
tinental railway left vacant by the 
death of Robert Roid. Friends of Wm. 
Hutchinson, exhibition commissioner, 
would like to see him back In Ottawa, 
and are suggesting his name. Others 
mentioned are W. S. Calvert, M. P., 
Lieut.-Col. Thompson, ex-M. P. for 
Haldamand, and Robt.

Tragic End of Quarrel 

New York, Aug. 26. — The quarrel of 
two youthful Brooklyn lovers, Frank 
Williamson and Florence Wood, each 
16 years old, ended suddenly tonight, 
when Williamson, sitting at the girl's 
feet on the verandah of her home, 
pulled a revolver from his hip pocket 
and fired quickly, first at her, then at 
himself. The first shot went into the 
girl's head near the ear, and the sec- 
ond bullet penetrated his own temple. 
Tho two were taken unconscious to 
a nearby hospital. Their condition is 
critical. 



Killed by Lightning 
Atlantic City, N.J., Aug. 26.— In full 
view of nearly a thousand persons, 
Wm. Bedford, second baseman of the 
Cuban baseball team, was instantly 
killed by lightning this afternoon while 
practicing before the game with tho 
Atlantic City team. The bolt struck 
the ground near the player and ran 
through the spikes of his shoes. Al- 
though dead when picked up, Bedford 
carried no burns or other marks of 
injury.

TOURISTS HURT 




Party of Nineteen Sightseers 
Hurled From High Seats 
When Rig Overturns 



Hurled from their lofty seals 
through the overturning of a tally-ho 
belonging /to Stevo White, nineteen 
tourists yesterday afternoon; about 4, 
o'clock; experienced a thriller which 
was not contemplated in the pro- 
gramme of the trip. As a result of 
the mishap, live of the party are con- 
fined 10 their beds at St. Joseph's 
hospital, while three others are suf- 
fering more or less from bruises, 
sprains, and shock. That more of the 
visitors were not Injured, and that 
severely, was almost a mhacle, Those 
of the injured who were rushed to the 
hospital, where their injuries were at- 
tended to were: A. S. T. Ogilvy, of 
Rockford, III., the most seriously in- 
jured, whose left shoulder is disloca- 
ted, his face cut and his left leg brok- 
en above the ankle; C. R. Hall and 
his sister, Miss M. A. Hall, of Rock- 
ford, 111., the former bruised some- 
what, the latter suffering from a 
bruised leg and shock; Mrs. Ball, New 
York, a broken wrist, and her daugh- 
ter. Ethel, cut about the face; Miss 
Valentine, of Milwaukee, ankle sprain- 
ed and .suffering from minor bruises; 
Miss Munroe, address unknown, cut 
about the head and her right leg brok- 
en. Mrs. Ogilvy, who was seated 
alongsire her husband, escaped unin- 
jured. 

Several of the balance of the visi- 
tors were pretty sevely bruised and 
shaken, but their injuries did not 
necessitate their being taken to the 
hospital, and the majority of them 
sailed on the Princess Charlotte for 
Seattle at 5 o'clock. 

Dangerous Spot 

The accident occurred at a spot the 
dangerous condition of which has been 
brought to the attention of the city. 
The tally-ho ririvon by George Brid- 
ges ' had picked up a load on the ar- 
rival of the boat from Seattle. ' The 
party was on its return to the city, 
and the tally-ho was being driven 
down the incline on Dallas road from 
Fairfield road, past the cemetery. The, 
horses were going at a trot, but Brid- 
ges states that he had them well in 
hand. At the spot where the B. C. 
Llectric tracks switch off from Dallas 
road to May street, city workmen 
were engaged in placing planks be- 
tween the rails In order to improve, 
the roadway, which has hitherto been 
in a dangerous condition by reason of 
the turn in the tracks. Two work- 
men wero engaged at this work, and 
Bridges, in endeavoring to swing out 
to pass the men, failed to sec a hole 
in the. roadway which had been dug 
In order to lay down some planking. 
In attempting to got around the. hole 
the tally-ho was swung out onto a 
portion of the roadway recently built 
up with loose material. As soon as 
the wheels ' struck this port of the 
road they sank, the tally-ho toflpllng 
over, upon Its sjde. Those In the tally- 
ho had no opportunity of saving them- 
selves. In fact, they were hurled* out 
of the high seats before they really 
knew what had occurred. 

Aid For Injured 

The entire nineteen tourists, includ- 
ing the driver, were shot into the 
roadway as if from a catapult, and 
hurled up against the fence of the 
cemetery. Bridges managed to retain 
hold of his leaders, and though some- 
what bruised immediately gave his at- 
tention to his passengers, all of whom, 
with the exception of those wiio sus- 
tained fractured limbs, were soon on 
their feet. While some of the party 
rushed to assist those who were in- 
jured, Bridges sent a youth who was 
riding witli him to the caretaker's 
house at the cemetery to telephone 
for assistance. The phone there was 
out or order, and considerable time 
was lost before a message could be 
telephoned in to the police station 
from a nearby store. The police noti- 
fied Drs. Robertson, George Hall and 
Hart, who were soon on the scene 
of accident, followed by the Victoria 
Tranfer Company's ambulance, the 
police patrol waggon and two auto- 
mobiles. Chief Langley, Capt. Pal- 
mer, Sergeant Perdue and several 
members of the. force assisted those 
of the party who were uninjured in 
the work of looking after the injured, 
who were rushed to the hospital as 
fast as possible.' Within an hour after 
the accident, the most dangerously in- 
jured members of the party were ly- 
ing, swathed in bandages and splints, 
at the hospital. 

Objected to Publicity 

To the Inquiries of the police the 
injured refused to give their names, 
stating that they did not desire the 
news of the accident to reach the ears 
of their friends and relatives In tha 
east, but later at the hospital, after 
messages had been wired away, they 
consented to disclose their Identity. 

With his face covered witll hand- 
ages, his shoulder bandaged and his 
leg in a plaster cast, Mr. Ogilvy. who 
is a prominent business man of Rock- 
ford, III., bemoaned the misfortune 
which will keep him on his back for 
a lengthy period. He is the most ser- 
iously Injured one of the party, but 
he heartily seconded the reporter's 
request for information as to the 
Identity of the party. 

"They'll get- it anyhow," he remark- 
ed, as he groaned in pain and there- 
upon stated that Ids parly, compris- 
ing himself and wife and Mr. and Miss

Hall, wero visiting the exposition f?.t 
Seattle and had come to Victoria on a 
flying trip, The other tourists he did 
not know personally, but ho expressed 
iiis pleasure that no moro had been 
injured. It was, he believed, a mira- 
cle that some one was not kilted. 

"I'm a trlile disfigured," he groaned, 
"but I'm still In the ring." !'i" 

The tally-ho. In capsizing, did not 
go right over but remained on Its s-lde. 
Had it turned turtle completely there 
would doubtless have been more In- 
jured. Fortunately those in It were 
thrown clear of the heavy rig, which 
was practically undamaged.

Dr. E, Hall Will Erect Building 
on Fort Street — New Prem- 
ises for Sylvester Bros, 



Another block will be erected on 
Fort street between Douglas street 
and Blanchard street, south side, ad- 
joining Dr. Wasson's residence, by 
Dr. E. Hall. The contract for the 
building was let yesterday to Parfitt 
Br.os., and work on the construction 
of the block will commence at once. 
The plans, which wero prepared by 
Thomas Hooper, call for a three story 
building, but it is the intention to 
erect only two storeys at present, the 
third to be added later. The block 
will be of solid brick, and will cost 
about $12,000. The ground floor will 
be occupied by offices and doctors' 
quarters, while the upper floors will 
be divided Into apartments. 

A building permit was Issued yes- 
terday by the building Inspector to 
Sylvester Bros., who will erect a three 
storey building on Yates street, ad- 
joining the firm's present premises.

The 
ground floor will be occupied by stores 
and the two upper floors by rooming 
quarters. 

Building permits have also been is- 
sued to Messrs. Simmons & Coker for 
a brick woodshed at the rear of their 
premises on Broughton street, to cost 
$800; to Mrs. Elizabeth Papke for ad- 
ditions to her dwelling on St. Louis 
street, to cost $150. 



ANOTHER FOR 
APPEAL COURT 



W, A, Gaiiiher, ex-M.P., Stated 
to Be a Probable 
Appointee 

That W. A. Gaiiiher, ex : M. P. for 
ICootenay, and better Jtnown as "Big 
Bill," may be one of the members of 
the forthcoming court of appeal is 
confidently 3tatcd by those who claim 
to be in the know in this city. 

It is stated that Mr. Gaiiiher, on the 
occasion of a recent visit to this coast 
had in his possession a list of the Lib- 
eral appointees to the appeal court 
bench given forth from Ottawa, and in 
that list his own cognomen figured 
prominently. . 

Mr. Galliher's claims to consideration 
from his political chiefs have long 
been recognized. For ills unfaltering 
allegienco to the leadership of the 
chiefs at Ottawa he received the pro- 
mise, It is stated, in writing, of a posi- 
tion upon the railway commission. 
Owing, however, to the demands upon 
them, one of them being to provide a 
position for the son of the retiring 
secretary of state in the Dominion 
cabinet, this promise was not fulfilled, 
and Mr. Gaiiiher did not view the fail- 
mo with satisfaction. Such was his 
dudgeon, it was feared at one time 
during the late election campaign that 
he would take the stump in the Koo- 
tennys against his former friends, and 
it was only by promises of future con- 
sideration that he was appeased. 

ft is well known that Mr. Gaiiiher 
could have been made solicitor for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. The position 
was a good one, one that paid well too. 
But to Mr. Gaiiiher the financial con- 
sideration was no longer of much con- 
sequence. 

However, the dignity which attaches 
to the position of a justice of the court 
of appeal was more to his liking, and 
also to that of Ills wife, who was pro- 
minent socially In Ottawa prior to her 
marriage, and so, it is stated, his po- 
litical claims will be paid by that ap- 
pointment.

CANADA AND 
SHIPBUILDING 



Industry Must Be Bonussed if 
It Is to Be Created in 
Dominion 



That Canada must seriously set Rbout 
establishing shipbuilding Industries on 
a Jlrm footing on both hor coasts, and 
that until these are established it will 
be impossible for her to build war ves- 
sels for the Canadian navy that Is to bo, 
is the opinion of .). K. Hebheck, the well 
known marine architect of this city. 
He Relieves also that the government 
Should subsidize these Industries as has 
been done in other countries. 

^"There Is no shipbuilding Industry in 
Canada," says Mr. Rebbeck. "By this 
t mean shipbuilding as it is known in 
Great Britain. Sucli us we have' is 
sporadic, and practically half a century 
behind the times, Inasmuch as that ship- 
building In tills country is done In wood, 
other countries have abandoned wood 
construction in favor of iron, have 
abandoned Iron in favor of steel, and 
arc now introducing nickel steel into the 
construction of the merchant marine. 
These developments have occupied sixty 
years, and indeed more if you trace 
tholr course back to the first iron ship 
which was built in England. 

Wooden Ships Anomalies. 

"The days of wooden shipbuilding nro 
past. No wooden ship can compete as 
a wage-earner with a steel vessel other 
things jeing equal. This feature Is be- 
ginning to gain some recognition even 
on this coasl. as is evidenced by the 
fact that steel steamers continue lo lie 
purcnaaed for coastal service. These 
steamers arc not built here. That they 
are purchased indicates a demand, and 
lor local trade, but they are not being 
built here. 

"We can design steamers hero to suit 
our conditions of trade and passenger 
traffic, and have done so. Several small 
steamers have been built here under 
very exceptional conditions as to price, 
yet there Is no shipbuilding industry 
either here or on the Atlantic coast of 
Canada. 

"A ship once in five years does not 
constitute an industry. The principal 
reason why ships are not built here Is 
because we pay a heavy duty upon .ma- 
terials used in their construction. The 
cost of living is higher here than in" 
shipbuilding centres. The cost of labor 
is higher, and as the building is so in- 
termittent tile men engaged in it are 
often employed in a variety of other 
ways. 

Germany's Example. 

"In Germany and in France the wages 
of the individual artisan are lower than 
they are in any part of Great Britain. 
Up to 20 or 25 years ago, Vioth Germany 
and Franco purchased ships largely 
from Great Britain. Those ships were 
found in every way eminently satisfac- 
tory. The Germans at that time, in : 
spite of low wages and the industry of 
of their people, found It more profitable 
to purchase their ships from Great 
Britain than to order tnem in their own 
country. In order to foster the .ship- 
building industry In Germany it became 
necessary for the government to subsi 
dlze or bonus the shipbuilders with tha 
result that they began by copying the 
.British ships, they had • already pur- 
chased, in every minute detail. The 
French also subsidised their shipbuild- 
ing industries. In both these cases the 
materials for the ships were produced 
at home, and were not, therefore, sub- 
jected to duty. Yet these aids to the es- 
tablishment of shipbuilding industries 
were needed. 

".Now In Canada we have to pay a 
duty on materials used in shipbuilding. 
We have to pay freight charges on the 
material. We have to pay higher wag''is 
to our workmen. We are bound by In- 
ternational agreement, which cannot be 
changed, to permit British built ships 
to be imported and operated in Canadian 
waters without paying duty of any kind. 
It stands, therefore, as ah obvious fact 
that if shipbuilding Is to be started and 
maintained as an industry in Canada a 
similar encouragement must lie given to 
It as was found necessary in Germany 
nnd France. It must also be recognized 
that if such aid is given that It must 
not be solely on the basis of tonnage, 
or it would entirely miss its object. 

"Canada talks of creating a navy and 
has not developed shipbuilding. Canada 
can only do what other people have 
done and can do nothing whatever until 
something approaching a shipbuilding 
industry has been established. 

United States' Policy. 

"It is a comparatively few years ago 
since the United States Intended to build 
a new navy, and the preliminary do- 
signs of the first two ships, the Boston 
and the Atlanta, merely brought a smile 
to the faces of those experienced in that 
line. They were never carried out. 
Following their first unsuccessful at- 
tempts designs were purchased in Great 
Britain from the first naval architects 
of the day, and, backed by great ship- 
building industries, and huge iron pro- 
ducing industries, which had already 
been established, they were enabled to 
carry thoso designs Into execution, nlded 
by men from the country from which 
those designs came. 

"Japan may also he quoted as an In- 
stance. All her modern industries have 
been tinder the direction of Britishers 
lor the past seventy-live years. As 
early as 18S0 Japan possessed marine 
engineering works of greater magnitude 
than any that exist In Canada at the 
present time. At that time she was 
building her own cruisers. The country 
was equipped with docks such as Canada 
does not possess. Yet Japan has bought 
her battleships from Great Britain up to 
practically the present time. 

"From what I have said you will 
Rather the conclusion that Canada must 
seriously set about establishing shlp- 
ouiuiing Industries on a firm fooling 
on both shores of the Dominion. In the 
meantime if ships of war are required 
they must lie got from the country that 
has- built them for every nation that 
owns warships, namely Great. Britain."

There has been a good deal of com- 
ment in the Ontario papers on the 
nonsensical answers given by come of 
the candidates for admission to the 
Normal school to the (juestions on the 
history examination paper.

Still,.' the rllscnssion and crlticlsm'can 
scarcely, fail- to- have a good ■ effect. 
There- must always 1 be -a- ■ tendency 
where promotion depends upon- the re-- 
suit, of. '-an ■ examination, to scuKlvute 
the memory unduly, it Is much easier 
to make a pupil commit to memory 
lists of dates and dry digests of facts 
than to make them feel that the kings 
and queens, the statesmen and soldiers 
"were real men and women, and that 
the events described actually happen- 
ed, The pupil who has access to a 
good children's library will find It of 
the greatest help In studying the his- 
tory lesson. It Is wonderful what light 
a 'good illustration will throw on ■ a 
period of history. Poems and stories, 
too, are of great assistance both to the 
learner and the teacher. • And In these 
(lays when new subjects are continu- 
ally being added- to a crowded curricu- 
lum, advantage rnust be taken of every 
aid that can be afforded. In our own 
city one of the uses of a children's de- 
partment In the public library would 
be to furnish pupils with such supple- 
mentary reading as add interest to the 
history lessons, given In the schools. 
If a portfolio of reproductions of his- 
torical pictures could be added, so 
much the better. 



A commission appointed to inquire 
into the working of the half time sys- 
tem in England has given a report ad- 
vising its abolition. Under it nearly 
50,000 children endeavored to work and 
study at the same time. The majority 
of these pupils worked in factories, 
some at agriculture, and others at 
various occupations. The teachers 
have testified that such pupils have 
come to school too tired to study, and 
that their progress was very slow. It 
was found, too, that the moral effect of 
sending children of tender years to 
work among their elders was bad for 
them and had for their companions. It 
would seem that all classes have 
agreed to release the little laborers, ex- 
cept, strange to say, some of their own 
parents. The Textile Factory Workers 
association and the labor leaders agree 
with the finding of the commission 
that children under thirteen should be 
compelled to attend school all day. 

it Is when we think of this army of 
child workers and wonder whether the 
loss of their small wages will leave 
them still more hungry and worse clad 
that we realize how much, In our pros- 
perous city, we have to be thankful for. 

And yet we would be wrong if we 
thought that there are no children 
here who sometimes need the help of 
the kind-hearted. As strangers arrive 
among us. or as misfortunes occur, 
there -will- be' from" time to time cases 
where children 'suffer. The teachers 
as.jwell as the medical inspector can- 
not be too vigilant to fiiid out If any 
little one In any class room Is badly 
fed or insufficiently clad. Most of our 
children have more than they needi 
None must be allowed to have less. 



Visitors to Victoria see a very pretty 
sight In -these 'days'as they walk from 
the boats along Belleville street. The 
showers havo freshened the grass of 
the grounds In front of the Parliament 
buildings. The flower beds are gay 
with the brilliant colors of the late 
summer flowers. Asters and dahlias 
in many shades bordered yvith the yel- 
low calceolaria and bright blue lobelia 
call for the . admiration of the most 
careless passer 'by, and the coral ber- 
ries of the rowan trees, to the beauty 
of which, we have grown accustomed, 
are greatly admired by strangers from 
the south. Many private gardens are 
now looking their best, and aro a 
source of .delight to tourists driving 
through the city. 

On the 7th of September, Victoria 
will be honored by the presence of 
two hundred members of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. No visitors could be mote 
worthy of our honor than are the 
gentlemen of this party, and arrange- 
ments have been made to give them 
the greatest possible pleasure during 
their brief stay in our city.

Last 
year it was won in a bad wind with a 
score of ,1SS. 

It was a great finish. The hundreds 
about the range watched all the shoot- 
ing at the 1,000 yards. Sergt. Jdelnnes 
and Pte. Bibby, of Dundas, were in the 
last pairs, and were leading, and soon 
the crowd settled to match these two 
light it out.

August Linde, of Now York, FXnds 
Father in Ontario — Had Sought 
Him for Many Years 



Xew York, Aug. 27. — The World to- 
day says: "August Llnde, cashier for 
the Athens hotel, has found his father 
after a search that lasted years and 
extended half way around the world. 
The father was a merchant in the 
Russian government, of Volynst, in tho 
year 1S86, possessed of property, a 
wife, and a little boy and a girl.

ORDERED FIRST SHOT 

OF N. S. CIVIL WAR 

New York, N. Y„ Aug. 27.— Gen. 
Jeremiah H. Gllman, U. S. A., retired, 
who is said to have ordered tho first 
rifle shot to be llrcd In the Civil War, 
died last night at the Oriental hotel, 
Manhattan beach, In his 79th year, He 
had been In ill health for two months, 
but his death came very suddenly. 

On the outbreak of the Civil war 
Lieut. Gllinunj with Lieut. Slemmcr 
and 70 soldiers belonging to company 
"G" of tho First United States artil- 
lery held Fort Pickens, which was lo- 
cated on an island, and commanded 
tho entrance to the harbor of Pensa- 
cola. 

It Is assorted that the first rifle shot 
in the war was when confederate sol- 
diers tried to pass the pickets at night 
and failed. Later Fort Sumpter fell, 
but Fort Pickens held out, nlthough 
stormed by 5,000 confederates, until 
reinforcements arrived by tho fleet 
from Now York. For tho gallant fight 
he had made against superior mem- 
bers the New York chamber of com- 
merce presented Capt. Gilman with a 
big bronze medal which was inscribed 
with the words; "For Bravery, Fidel- 
ity and Patriotism." 

President Lincoln specially com- 
mended tho young officer and appoint- 
ed him chief of tho U. S. Artillery of 
the Army of tho Cumberland, with 
which ho took part In most of the 
leading battles of tho war. 

When the war was over Gllman was 
appointed assistant commissary gen- 
eral at Washington and served for 
many years until he was retired un- 
der tho ago limit In 1895.

RESUMES OPERATIONS 



Now York, Aug-. 27.— That Charles 
VV. Morae, tho financier who recently 
was released from tho Tombs prison 
under $125,000 ball, has begun his ef- 
forts to rehabilitate his fallen for- 
tunes, was indicated today by tho an- 
nouncement that he has purchased a 
majority of the claim soutstandlng 
against the Metropolitan Steamship 
Company and will attend a sale of 
the property of that company which 
takes place In about a month. 

The claims against the company, 
which Is now In tho hands of receiv- 
ers, amount to $1,157,012. Mr. Morse, 
who testified a month or two ago that 
he was absolutely without funds or 
property, said that the money to buy 
in the claims was obtained from tho 
Morse Security Company of Bath, 
Maine, which, concern was organized 



to back Mr. Morse In his attempts to 
re-establish himself and to save tho 
property which he had developed be- 
fore the crash of his fortunes in the 
financial panic of 1907. It is propos- 
ed to ro-organizo tho Metropolitan 
Steamship Company by the formation 
of a new company with a capital of 
$6,000,000, consisting of equal portions 
of stock and bonds and In addition an 
Issue of $500,000 of notes. The line is 
one of the six steamship companies 
included in the great Morse $120,000,- 
000 steamship consolidation which 
was broken up into its constituent 
companies In 1907.

Whereas, the Water Loan Guaran- 
tee Bylaw to authorize the expropria- 
tion of the undertaking of the Esqui- 
mau Water Works Co. and the raising 
of the necessary funds to pay the pur- 
chase or the expropriation price and 
the cost of conducting the water Into 
the city, was submitted to the elec- 
tors for their assent, on the 26th Inst., 
but failed to receive a majority vote; 

And whereas, the need for Increase 
In the water supply of the city is 
urgent: 

Therefore, be it resolved that the 
city soilcltur be instructed to prepare 
a bylaw to provide for the raising of 
the necessary monies to bring the 
water into the city from Sooke lake 
for submission to the electors at an 
early date. 

Mayor Hall stated yesterday that, 
now that Coldstream is totally out ol. 
the question as a source of supply for 
the city there Is only one other source 
whence Victoria can secure its sup- 
ply — Sooke Lake. As it will take, 
according to tho opinion of Expert 
Arthur,' L.' Adams, fully five? years.: to 
complete the tunnel and construct the 
necessary pipe line by which to bring 
in the water from Sooke Lake, the 
city council realizes the fact that no 
tinie must be lost in undertaking the 
work if the future supply of the city 
is to be assured. 

To develop the Sooke Lake supply 
will cost about $1,100,000 should the 
tunnel route be adopted. The other 
alternative, that of bringing in water 
by the twenty-eight mile pipe line is 
not recommended by the engineer and 
is not considered by tho council as 
the proper method. Not only would 
the pipe line have to bo renewed, but 
the full supply could not be secured in 
one pipe line and to increase tho sup- 
ply over probably 5.000,000 gallons 
would require another pipe line which 
would mean the doubling of the cost. 

The subject has been aired at length 
time and time again, but doubtless be- 
fore the proposed by-law is finally 
voted upon all the old arguments will 
be rehashed. 



DEFENCE PLANS 
INCLUDE DOCKS 



Part of Canada's Duty Will Be 
Maintenance of Docks 
on Both Coasts 



London, Aug. 2G. — Continuing his 
remarks In tho Commons Enunciation 
in regard to the Imperial Defence 



Conference, Premier Asquitll pointed 
out that New Zealand preferred to ad- 
here to her present policy of contribu- 
tion while Canada and Australia pre- 
ferred tho formation of fleets of their 
own. Conditions' were recommended 
that the fleets must be of a certain 
size to offer a permanent career to of- 
llcers and .men, and standard arma- 
ments and vessels should bo used. 
The generous offer of New Zealand 
and the Commonwealth to contribute 
to Imperial navy defence, have been 
accepted with the substitution of 
large cruisers for battleships, these to 
be maintained, One on the China sta- 
tion and one on the Australian sta- 
tion. 

Separate meetings took place at the 
Admiralty between representatives of 
Canada, New Zealand and Australia, 
and a general statement agreed upon 
In each case for further considera- 
tion by the respective governments. 
As . regards Australia, the suggested 
arrangement was made that ' some 
temporary assistance should be given 
from ^ imperial 'funds and that* the 
Commonwealth should provide and 
maintain an Australian unit of the 
Pacific fleet. The contributions of 
New Zealand would be applied to- 
wards the maintenance of the China 
unit, of which some smaller vessels 
will have New Zealand waters for 
their headquarters, Xcw Zealand ar- 
mored cruisers being stationed in 
China waters. 

As regards Canada, It was consid- 
ered that the double seaboard render- 
ed the provision of a fleet unsuitable 
at present, but Canada would make a 
start with cruisers of the Bristol class 
and dostroyors of the River class, 
part to be stationed on the Pacific and 
part on the Atlantic. According to 
arrangomenlH already made, the. Can- 
adian Government would undertake 
the maintenance of the dockyards at 
Esquimau and . Halifax. Australia 
would eventually undertake the main- 
tenance of dockyards at Sydney. 

The London press Is unanimous in 
its approval of the new naval ar- 
rangements. The Mall claims it 
one more proof of the large patriotism 
and Imperial spirit of the British peo- 
ple. The Morning Post says it is the 
foundation of a great imperial sys 
tern of defence. The Standard says 
the scheme will secure the outlaying 
portions of the Empire against any 
attack but that of a first-class fleet 
and hopes the highest posts of the im- 
perial navy will be open to colonial 
sailors. The Telegraph thinks the 
statement the most epoch-making an- 
cle declares the result of the confer- 
nouneement of our time. The Chronl- 
remarks that the new schemo is ani- 
mated throughout by the same zeal 
for freedom and for local liberties 
which has marked past great triumphs 
of liberal colonial policy.

The British govern- 
ment is at present building five such 
warships to be completed next year.

The third class cruisers Canada will 
borrow will probably have speed of 
from 20 to 20 1-2 knots and be from 
2,000 to 3,000 tons tonnage displace- 
ment. 

Montreal, Aug. 27.— A "Star" of Lon- 
don, special says: "In view of' the Can- 
adian government's decision to start a 
baby navy with her own cruisers, de- 
stroyers, efforts are being made to in- 
duce leading British shipbuilders to 
establish yards in Canada. At least 
three British concerns are now con- 
sidering the matter with tho assur- 
ance that tho Canadian government 
would be willing to grant every pos- 
sible tariff or other concession.

— With 
her strong box 'broken into and a 
package containing twenty-one thou- 
sand dollars missing, the Boscowitz 
steamship St. Denis arrived early yes- 
terday morning from Port Essington, 
and anchored in the -harbor to prevent 
anyone from leaving the ship.

It Is reported that one of the wait- 
ers confessed to smashing the' 'port- 
hole of the strong box after covering 
the glass with marmalade' to' prevent 
the noise being heard. 

This alleged confession implicates 
several of the crew, including the en- 
gineer, firemen, steward and the Chi- 
nese coolts. The money was being 
shipped to the different canneries on 
the Naas and Skeena rivers, and was 
consigned to William Lord, of : .the 
Naas Cannery, alnd John Wallace, of 
Wallace Bros., proprietors o£ the 
Claxton cannery on the Skeena, and 
was to have been used to. pay the 
wages of employees earned in the 
fishing season just ended.

RACING TO MEXICO 

WITH GRAIN CARGO 

Erna Must Land Wheat at Manzanillo 
Before September 15th to 
Save Heavy Duties 

With a full cargo, mostly wheat, the 
steamer Erna of the Jebsen & Ostran- 
der line left the outer wharf yesterday 
afternoon in a race to '.Manzanillo to 
land her cargo there before September 
15th, when the new duties on grain 
are effective. The Erna took elev- 
en passengers and a cargo of 
2100 tons of wheat, and 600 tons of coal 
and general freight. The wheat must 
be landed at Manzanillo before nine- 
teen days have elapsed In order to 
take advantage of the present tariff on 
grain. If she falls to make .Manzan- 
illo by September 15, . the ] . Mexican 
government will be richer , by some 
521,000, for on September;15,;thc tariff 
on wheat which was reduced 'material- 
ly last December, because of ashort- 
age In Mexico, will be Increased >con : 
siderably. L , 

The Mexican government! until Dor 
comber 15 last, imposed a duty of 
three cents Mex. a kilo, equivalent to 
three-quarters cents gold a pound on 
nil foreign importations of wheat. 
Faced with a serious shortage, Mexico 
reduced this duty to one-quarter of a 
cent a pound until April 15. The short- 
age growing even worse, on that date 
another reduction was made, which 
extension has been renewed at various 
times since. 

Tho flat has gone forth, however, 
that September 15 will positively see 
the return of the old duty, the Mexican 
crop having been harvested In Juno 
and July and the Mexican' government 
being determined to protect Its own 
farmers. Even at that,, it is slated 
here, tho Mexican crop will be gobbled 
up before November, which month, it 
is predicted, will again soo the inaug- 
uration of the reduced duty. 

Mexico's reduction in the duty on 
wheat so far has failed to accomplish 
tho result desired. It happened that 
when the bars were let down, there 
was no wheat available here. The Er- 
na then will be the vessel that will 
taUo to Mexico the first shipment en- 
joying the advantage of the reduction. 

During tlie past week,' the Erna has 
been loading into her hold all of tho 
new wheat delivered at Tneoma. After 
apparently receiving every bit of 
wheat available at Tacomn, the Erna 
shifted to Seattle, and took what was 
there, returning to Tacolna' to load 
another shipment that had arrived af- 
ter her departure. She now has 2,100 
tons of tho cereal In her hold, besides 
a general cargo of largo proportions.

The 
Thetis was the first, vessel to reach 
the ice, -having preceded the steamers 
from, Seattle to Nome. Capt. Hen- 
derson accordingly thoroughly survey- 
ed the'ice conditions and assisted sev- 
eral vessels In making a safe passage 
to Nome, delaying his own arrival at 
that place until June .18. 

After arriving at; Nome the The.t'ja 
responded promptly to several calls to 
assist vessels ashore or In trouble in 
tho ico floes.. One of these was tho 
British steamer Puritan, which for a 
long time declined- the offers of tho 
Thetis under the mistaken impression 
that the government would make some 
claim for salvage. On July 4 the na- 
tional salute was fired from the Thetis 
While that vessel was working through 
the ice pack south of Nome to the as- 
sistance of the Puritan. 

Upon arrival at Gambell, St. Law- 
rence Island, Capt. Henderson settled 
several disputes among the Eskimos of 
the. village. . ; I j 

Surgeon Lectures to Natives. 

While at Unalaska, tho surgeon of 
the Thetis delivered a lecture to the 
natives on shore on; the subject of the 
cause and prevention of tuberculosis. 
The lecture was largely attended, and 
listened to with great interest. While 
at Unalaska last year the surgeon then 
attached to the Thetis gave a lecture 
on the same subject, and that it bore 
good fruit was proven by the natives 
coming on board this year eager to 
obtain further information on the sub- 
ject. Each native treated was given a 
card bearing his name, ailment, and 
date of last treatment, in order that 
the surgeon of any other vessel might 
act tho more intelligently in a given 
case should he be asked for relief. It 
Is believed that, this •plan will result in 
reducing the amount of sickness at 
Unalaska, and afford a better oppor- 
tunity for recovery where recovery is 
possible. 

• The secretary of the treasury has 
received a letter from the master of 
•the .British steamer Puritan thanking 
him' on behalf of the owners of that 
steamer as well as himself for the ser- 
vices, rendered by tho Thetis in ex- 
tricating the Puritan from the ice and 
towihg'her to Nome. Personal appre- 
ciation, and thanks is also bestowed 
upon Capt. Henderson for his persist- 
ent endeavors to aid the unfortunnto 
vessel.

lilitary Party in Japan Forced 
.Stalwart Attitude Concern- 
ing Antung Railroad 



News was brought by the steamer 
Kuineric of the Weir line, which 
reached William Head quarantine sta- 
tion yesterday and after passing quar- 
antine . proceeded direct to Vancou- 
ver, that the stalwart policy main- 
tained by Japan In forcing China into 
acquiescence with regard to the wid- 
ening of the guago of the Antung- 
Multden railroad' was forced by tho 
military ' party in Japan. 

The Japan Advertiser says: "At the 
outset great diversity t of opinion be- 
tween the military and diplomatic au- 
thorities has been occasioned by the 
Chinese problems, ' especially as re-, 
gards the Antung- Mukden railway 
question. The former, who know by 
rude experience at what an awful cost 
Japan acquired her rights In Korea 
ami Manchuria, do not wish these 
rights to be trampled under foot by 
China, and naturally advocate a posi- 
tive policy to bo taken towards the 
latter. It is believed that the diplo- 
matic authorities have been Induced 
to adopt a vigorous attitude instead 
of a compromising one, through the 
Interference of the military party." 
Critical. Situation 
When Japan decided to enforce the 
widening of the guago despite the pro- 
test by China, troops were mobilised, 
and for a time until China withdrew 
her objection a critical situation pre- 
vailed. The Japan Advertiser says: 
"Japan will send more troops to guard 
the line, but a battalion of infantry 
now stationed along the line ought to 
suffice to attain her object, and it is 
not likely that any necessity for more 
troops will arise. It is ; said that, this 
Is the first time since 'the China-Ja- 
pan war that China has dared to 
threaten Japan with military force, so 
that it is hard to predict how the sit- 
uation will turn out. 

"Chinese traders along the Antung - - 
Mukden line are gradually evacuating 
the place. Japanese traders are in a 
state of great uneasiness as they fail 
to understand the motive of theso 
Chinese. ■ - .... 

"Mr. Karachi, chief of the Bureau of 
Political Affairs, says that the forced 
construction of the- Antung-Mukden 
line will be commenced simultaneous- 
ly along the entire length of the line, 
and it will be completed In about two 
years and a half. 

Forbidden to Sell 

'"It Is reported that the Chinese 
Government lias privately ordered the 
authorities in Mukden to forbid the 
Chinese who 6wn land along the An- 
tung-Mukden line to sell land to Ja- 
panese, and that those who violate this 
unler will be severely punished. This 
act of the Chinese Government is 
deemed sufficient to show that further 
advice Or persuasion will be quite fu- 
tile. It is believed that the Japanese 
Government Is ready for any emer- 
gency that may occur during the forc- 
ed re-construction of the line." 

The need Of protection against Rus- 
sian incursion In .Mongolia and east- 
ern Turkestan was the text of a mem- 
lOrial presented to ' the Chinese Gov- 
ernment by the Minister of War. Ho 
said Russian Cossacks had been sent 
into Mongolia, and ho urged that 
troops be organized to protect the 
Province. 

The Kumeric has only IS Chinese 
passengers unci 7,000 tons of general 
cargo. She proceeded direct from 
quarantine to Vancouver without 
stopping at Victoria. The 250 tons of 
freight for here will have to be land- 
ed later.

BEIN G SOLVED 

Cows Were Milked On Board Ship By 
Crew and OwnerAsks 
Owners to Pay 



The cows gave milk while they were 
aboard the steamer; they were milked 
punctually each day, and the milk was 
used .by the crew. These facts are ad- 
mitted; but -now the question is, who 
is'to'pay the owners of the cows? 

This is the knotty problem which has 
boeri put up to Albert Schubach, presi- 
dent of the Schubach-Hamllton Steam- 
ship company. Mr. Schubach says his 
claim is tho most absurd of the thou- 
sands which big steamship companies 
receive annually. 

John-Kehoe, of Tanana, is the claim- 
ant,' and he declares that unless the, 
company pays for the milk used by tho 
members of the steamer Mackinaw's 
crew, he will sock legal redress. Mr, 
Schubach has replied, stating that the 
company is in no wise responsible for 
what disposition was made of the pro- 
duct taken from the gentle bovlnes. 

When the steamer left Seattle in 
June, ICehoe shipped four fine, cows to 
St. Michael. The Mackinaw was eight- 
een days en route, having spent several 
days ashore on tho Yukon flats. The 
cows gave their milk each day, and It 
helped to elaborate the bill of fare. 
Now Kehoe wants pay fqr^ five gallons 
of milk per day for eighteen days — 
total, ninety gallons. 

In writing to Kehoe, President Schu- 
bach terser says: ;' ' 

"As to tho milk you say was used 
for eighteen days, I would like to 
know what you would have done with 
It. You would have had to leave It In 
the cows, ■ thrown - it overboard; -'or 
drunk it yourscir. ' You had : a perfect 
right to refuse it to tho crew, as the 
milk was yours. You gave It to them 
without understanding on our part. It 
is up to you and tho cows." 



FAIR OAKS IS 

TO WED T O WILLAPA 

Steam Schooner Damaged On Gray's 
Harbor Bar Is Floated and 
Will Bo Repaired 

Aberdeen, Aug. 27.— The steamer 
Fair Oaks, damaged on North Spit 
yesterday, has been towed to Willapa 
harbor, and later will be brought bore 
for repairs. Her agents, the S. E. 
Slade Lumber company, have not been 
advised of the damage beyond the fact 
that she Is full of water and Buffered 
damage to her deck houses by waves. 

Tho Fair Oaks struck on the north 
side of the bar yesterday while putting 
to sea In the teeth of a fifty mile gale, 
and was towed to Willipa harbor this 
morning. The vessel is waterlogged 
and has lost about 450,000 feet of her 
deck load.

Officials of the United Wireless, liii 
speaking of Eccles, said this afternoon 
that ho was one of tho most popular 
men in their employ. The officials of 
tho Alaska Steamship company havo 
many resolutions on record given by 
passengers who travelled on tho Ohio 
praising the work of Eccles, and espe- 
cially mentioning his polito and cour- 
teous manners. AVhile ashore Eccles 
made his home at the Palace hotel on.; 
First avenue, Seattle. He was about 
39 years of age. 

Pilot in Command. 
Captain Snow, pilot of the steamer, 
wa3 on.the„brklge of the Ohio when 
the accident occurred. After the land- 
ing of the company of tho sunken 
steamer on the northern British Co- 
lumbia coast, on the shore of Finlay- 
son Channel, tho steamer Kingfisher, 
a Vancouver halibut fishing y^snei, ar- 
rived off the place and took the ship- 
wrecked passengers. Meanwhile the 
Rupert City and Humboldt, tho former 
southbound, thci latter on her .way 
north, took off the rescued people. The 
Humboldt took twenty on board, while 
tho remainder were -placed -on board 
tho steamer Rupert City, bound to 
Vancouver. The Kingfisher took the 
passengers to Swanson Pay, where the 
transfer was made, and the deputy 
collector at that port telegraphed news 
of tho disaster to A'ictorla. 

Captain Johnson and four of the 
crew of the wrecked steamer remained 
on the shore near the wreck, where 
they made a camp, to await the ar- 
rival of any salvage party that may 
bo sent. It is not known whether It is 
advisable to raise the sunken steamer, 
Which is an old craft.

Steamship Company owned the ves- 
sel for ,a time, and after changing 
hands several times she was purchas- 
ed about two years ago by the Alaska 
Steamship Company and was operat- 
ed to Nome and Southeastern Alaska. 
The Ohio was a vessel of 34S8 tons 
gross, 2072 tons net, and had two 
decks and a spar deck. She was 343 
feet long, 43 feet beam and 24.9 feet 
deep. 

Capt. John Johnson, who was mas- 
ter of the ship, has been on the Nome 
run in charge of other boats for ten 
years, but this is the first accident in 
Which lie has figured. He is about i">0 
years old, and, ho has brought two 
vessels around the Horn.

WORK ERS D ESERT 

Trouble of Pressed Steel. Car Company 
Assumes New,..ph?se— More ' 

Riots Expected 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 27.— At sundown 
tonight .sixty state troopers mounted 
guard at the plant of tho Pressed Steel 
Gar company > In Schoonville, whore 
3,500 employees of tho concern are 
striking, anticipating before anothor 24 
hours a repetition of the "Bloody cor- 
ner" riots of last Sunday. 

All during today Imported workmen 
have been deserting the Prised Kteol 
Car plant In droves of from two to 
three hundred. The men declare that- 
they have been misused, subjected to- 
indignity, and forced to work whether 
they chose or not. As quickly arf the 
men reached the outside of the car 
plant stockade, thoy were welcomed 
with open arms. by: the. striking em- 
ployees, and within : half an hour the 
imported workmen had entered into the 
strike spirit. The strikers declure that 
before morning the Pressed Steel Car 
company will be forced to suspend 
operations. 

Lt. "Smith, in charge of the troops 
guarding the works, declares that the 
trouble outside of the car company's 
property is now up to the Stowc town- 
ship police, and out of his jurisdic- 
tion. 

Conditions, according to the desert- 
ing workmen, were practically un- 
bearable. Soup prepared from rotting 
vegetables was served to them, they 
declare,' by filthy negro waiters. Car 
company bosses, they said, threatened 
to -"blow heads off with revolvers." 
Bods filled with vermin were given 
them to.slrep on, and _thcy_declared, 
while they were charged exorbitant 
prices for clothing, even two cent, 
stamps sold at four for ten cents In 
the car company commissary. These 
stories were made the subject of affi- 
davits late today in tile government's 
efforts to probe into alleged peonage 
conditions at the' plaht. 

' ZEPPE LINS FLIGHT 

Air Navigator Making His Way From 
Friedrichshafen to German 
Capital 

Berlin, Aug. 27. — Count Zeppelin oc- 
uples the minds of the population of 
Berlin tonight, and a welcome has 
been prepared for his coming tomor- 
row In his big airship' such as has 
never been equalled since Prince Bis- 
marck's return from Versailles after 
the coronation of William T. aS Em- 
peror of Germany. 

• Early this morning a thrill of joy 
went through the people, thousands of 
whom had gathered hi front of the 
newspaper offices, when it was an- 
nounced that the Zeppelin III. had de- 
parted at ha\f-past four from Fricd- 
richshijfen fitr j Berlin,, a distance of 
about 40 miles. Following the news 
later that a broken propeller and a de- 
fective motor hud necessitated an ar- 
rangement for landing htm hear Nur- 
emburg, came despatches announcing 
the ro-ascension and departure for 
Nurenmurg, which were greeted with 
shouts of joy. Again when the bul- 
letins stated that the dirigible had 
been brought to land at Nuremburg, 
150 miles on Its journey, and that there 
it would make repairs to the propellers 
and; cylinders of the forward motor, 
disappointment was renewed, and was 
only relieved by a telegram from Count 
Zeppelin, saying it was his confident 
belief the voyage would bo continued 
during the course of the night, and 
that the airship would probably arrive 
at its destination on scheduled time. 

It Is generally reported, but without 
confirmation, that Count Zeppelin will 
be created a prince by Emperor Wil- 
liam, who arrived in Berlin tonight to 
be present at tho landing place of the 
dirigible tomorrow. 

Nuremburg, Aug. 28. — The voyage of 
the dirigible, balloon Zeppelin III., is to 
be resumed at three o'clock this morn- 
ing. 



FATAL ASSAULT 



Toronto Young Man Dies From Effects 
of Brutal Mistreatment at 
Summer Rosort 

Peterboro, Ont., Aug. 27. — Arthur 
Bollard, son of A. Bollard, the well- 
known cigar unan of Toronto, who had 
been spending a few days with friends 
at Chemong Park, Brldgenorth, a very 
pretty summer resort situated six .miles 
north of Peterboro, died this aftor- 
noon about 4:30 supposedly from the 
effects of rough handling in an assault 
ommitted by several young men of 
tho village. 

Arthur Bollard; it appears, was just 
returning to the cottage after seeing a 
young lady friend home, when without 
warning several young men attacked 
him in a brutal manner.. Bollard was 
carried to his cottage In a semi-con- 
scious' condition', and although several 
doctors have been attending him lie 
died this afternoon. 

Mr. Bollard, the father, arrived In 
Peterboro tonight, and at once loft for 
Chemong Park.

— The stock 
market made some recovery, today, 
but the undertone was hesitating and 
uncertain. It was plain that the dras- 
tic liquidation of the previous three 
days had left a number of weak spots, 
at which the aggressive bear party 
might renew the operations. Advices 
dealing- with the health of Mr. Har- 
rlman were not altogether encourag- 
ing, and Wall street, It must be ad- 
mitted, Is primarily interested in the 
future course of the Harrlman prop- 
erties. 

One of the features of the day was 
the persistent pressure brought to 
bear on U. S. steel. The stock was 
freely offered, and before ivjon went 
under the previous day's low price. 
The market opened auspiciously In 
response to London's lend, where there 
had been wholesale "short" covering 
of Americans. First prices here wero 
up all the way from 1 1-2 In Union 
Pacific common and preferred to 2 1-2 
in Southern Pacific, with numerous 
other issues higher by a point. 

Trading was active, but orderly, and 
the buying was sufficiently impress- 
ive to warrant the belief that it had 
its origin in responsible quarters. Very 
heavy covering of short Interests was 
also Indulged in. Early gains wero 
•soioii lost, however, with tho attack 
Urtin U. ,S. steel, and while recovery 
was made It was at the expense of 
diminished operations, a fact in it- 
self regarded as somewhat significant. 

Just before closing the Hat sold off 
abruptly on rumors again, associated 
with Mr. Harrimun's health, and for 
a minute the market looked squally, 
but in the final five minutes, the mar- 
ket had another change in favor of 
better prices and a net gain for the 
day. The closing, however, was de- 
cidedly Irregular. 

The bond market was irregular with 
much less business than on the pre- 
vious clay. The total sales, par value, 
wore $4,747,000. There were no 
changes in government bonds.

Mr. A. H, Buchanan, manager of 
the Bank of Montreal at Spokane, and 
formerly manag-er of the safrie bank's 
branch at Nelson, Ib spending- a short 
holiday In Victoria, as It is his cus- 
tom to do nearly every year. Inter- 
viewed last night by the "Post," Mr. 
Buchanan stated that it was now im- 
possible for Canadian or other foreign 
banks to establish branches In Wash- 
ington and in most of the other states 
owing to the new laws which strictly 
forbid any but American hanks to do 
business there. There are at present 
only three foreign banks in Washing- 
ton, namely, the Bank of Montreal in 
Spokane, the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce in Seattle, and the Anglo-Call- 
fornlan Bank also in Seattle. The 
Bank of Montreal' lias two' other 
branches In .the- States, one In Chicago 
and one in New York, where, however, 
instead of. doing a regular banking 
business only a- loan business in stocks 
is transacted. The Si»kane branch 
was established five years ago, when 
there, were no laws prohibiting foreign 
banks in Washington, but since such 
laws were passed, it and the two other 
foreign banks In Seattle, had. a' groat 
deal of difficulty with the legislature 
to obtain the privilege of continuing 
their business in that state. Their po.- 
sition now, however, Is practically se- 
cure. Mr. Buchanun says that his 
bank does a quiet, tyqt very good 
business in Spokane. Business of all 
kinds is very prosperous in that city 
at present, and a very concrete, proof 
of that fact is that the National Bank 
of Spokane was ju'st breaking ground 
for a fourteen -story building when Mr. 
Buchanan left for Victoria. 



INDIAN GIRL TIRES 

OF CIVILIZATION 



Fashions Brush Tepee Among Close- 
Grown Trees in Golden Gate Park 
and Spends Two Days There. 



San Francisco, Aug. 27. — In yielding 
to the call of her blood for the solitude 
of tlio wooded land, Bertha Socha, a 
full-blooded Indian girl, 16 years Old, 
who has been a servant In the home 
of Mrs. Margarita Salona, a Mexican 
woman living in this city, for several 
years, left the house two days ago to 
camp among the trees in Golden Gate 
Park, sleeping under tho stars at 
night and dodging the strolling visit- 
ors by day. On the summit of a 
steep hill In the big park the girl 
fashlont'd a brush tepee, hiding lt 
cunningly among the close-growing 
trees. Hero she spent two nights and 
her retreat was discovered only when 
the light of her tiny camp-fire at- 
tracted tlie notice of a vigilant patrol- 
man. 

The girl is of some Southern tribe 
and speaks only Spanish. Her rela- 
tives are all dead, according to her 
mistress. Through an interpreter she 
said at the police station that she was 
tired of civilization nnd planned to 
build herself a home among the trees 
of Sutro forest, just south of the park.
